DRASTIC STEPS TO STAY’ 
RUN ON BANKS. | 


CRISIS REACHED. | 


MPpHE FINANCIAL crisis in Germany is rapidly coming 

to a head, Drastic emergency decrees were issued 
last night as the only means of preventing a run 
on the banks this morning and only essential payments 
are allowed to be made. The British Government has 
issued invitations to a Conference of Ministers in 
London on.Monday, and France’ says she is considering | 
a plan to help Germany. 


Meanwhile, the ‘situation is very grave. Minor 
disorders, says Reuter, have occurred in a number of 
German towns after unemployed demonstrations, 
organised by Communists, had been forbidden by the 
police. The Communist agitators at Frankfort-on- 
Main distributed pamphlets urging the people to storm 
the banks. Several agitators’ were arrested and the 
police were constantly engaged dispersing Communist 
mass meetings, at which further arrests were made. 

Similar deronstrations occurred at Darmstadt, Dusscldorf, 
Dresden, Karlsruhe and Leipzis, but in these places the ouf-) 
brenks were fairly quickly suppressed by the police with: 
truncheons, except at Leipzig and Dresden where a few shots! 
were fired by the police. A man and a woman, were wounded at! 
Dresden.
